Drawings 

1. In the "Brief Description of Drawings" section of the specification, figure 1 and 2 are 
identified as illustrating apparatus according to the prior art.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As described in the 
"Background Art" section of applicant's specification and shown in figures 1 and 2, water 
treatment apparatus comprising an electrostatic generator, a hollow thermal insulator, closures 
for preventing water fi-om being introduced into the hollow thermal insulator, a housing into 
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which the hollow thermal insulator is inserted, housing connectors, and a metal casing is known. 
However, there is no recognition in the admitted prior art or other prior art of record that a 
problem with the accumulation of condensed water in the space between the metal casing and 
housing may be solved by providing the apparatus with at least one drain hole formed in at least 
one of the casing body and casing sealing caps as recited in instant claim 1 .
